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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
(New Matter). 

3. Applicants have amended the instant claim to delete the term "about" in this claim, such 
that the instant claim now recites the range from "8 to about 24 carbon atoms." However, the 
specification as originally filed and the claims as originally filed to not provide sufficient 
antecedent basis for this amendment. Applicant's response filed 8-24-04, on page 38, provides 
support for the other amendments to claim 12 in the specification as filed. However, there is no 
reference to the specification as filed for Applicant's removal of the term "about" from the 
"However, when filing an amendment an applicant should show support in the original 
disclosure for new or amended claims." See MPEP § 714.02 and § 2163.06. ("Applicant should * 
* * specifically point out the support for any amendments made to the disclosure."). 
Additionally, see MPEP § 608.04(b), which states "No new matter may be included after the 
filing date of the application " 
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Conclusion 

4. Claims 13-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 10, 16-19, 22-28, 30-41, 43, 44, 46, 47, 49-62, 64-69, 71-76, 78-92, and 111-112 
are allowable over the prior art.
